QUGITS. 


MoGrecor, THe CHAMPION, Vv. TrnE.—On the 25th ult. about seven hundred 
people assembled on Mr. Henry Cooper's excellent queit ground, Bishop Auck- 
land, to witness a match against time, for £80—William McGregor, of South 
Shields, the well-known player, having undertaken to play sixty ringers in 
forty-five minutes; distance, 18 yds; quoits, 8jin in diameter; stiff sticking 
clay ends; pin one inch out of the clay. The backers of time staked £60 to 
£20 that he would not perform the feat in the time named. The betting at 
starting was 3 to l agst McGregor, which was taken to a large amount. For 
the first fifteen minutes McGregor only scored fourteen ringers, and at that 
period 10 to 1 was laid against the player, which was taken freely. McGregor 
now began to play splendidly, and at thirty minutes he had scored forty-three 
ringers, which made the layers of the long odds look.blue, and McGregor was 
loudly cheered, 5 to 4 being offered on him, with few takers. He continued his 
good play, and ultimately scored the sixty ringers‘in forty-three and a half 
minutes, thereby winning the match with a minute anda half tospare. At 
the close of the match McGregor was loudly cheered, and every one left the 
ground highly pleased and delighted at this display of the champion’s powers.

FORTH SWIMMING CLUB. 

Tue annual dinner of this club took place on Monday night in the Ship 
Hotel, when between forty and fifty of the members and their friends partook 
of the excellent fare which Mr. Kennedy placed before them. Mr. John 
Aitken presided, and the croupier’s chair was occupied by Mr. Greenway. 
After the usual loyal toasts had been responded to, **Tho Prosperity of the 
Club” was proposed in a few striking observations on the importance of every 
young man acquiring the useful art of swimming, and the strong incentives 
and facilities which the club conferred in promoting the art. The healths of 
his Grace the Duke of Buccleuch, and the Lord Proyost and Magistrates of Edin- 
burgh, were then proposed as patrons of the club. The spirit and enterprise 
manifested by Mr. Eckford, the proprietor of the Chain Pier, in placing it, at 
great expense, ina state of efficiency and comparative strength, were duly ac- 
knowledged, and a hearty wish was expressed that the undertaking should, by 
the support of the publicand the club, be made fully remunerative. ‘‘ The Pros- 
perity of the Swimming Clubs of Great Britain,” most of whom acknowledge 
the Forth Swimming Club as the parent institution, was then heartily given.

Dawson, for *the second fast swimming; and to 
Mr. George Anderson, the juvenile medal pre- 
sented by the Rev. Mr. Graham, of Newhaven. The 
evening concluded with a-gorgeous assortment 
of songs, sentiments, and good fellowship.

- OnE of the most exciting matches of ‘‘ modern times” opened the final day’s 
sport, and, flxed for twelve o'clock, few of the racing classes located at New- 
market failed to be present. The start, to many, was the centre of attraction, 
whilst along the course the company lined the way in thick masses. As might 
be supposed, Levity, with the advantage in weight and the experienced 
jockeyship of her owner, was first off, but the activity of Mr. Jackson in 
getting off surprised all who witnessed the start. Fordham tried several times 
in the early part of the contest to confuse his amateur opponent in the pigskin, 
to get him “tat work.” Mr. Jackson, however, kept his horse well in hand 
until descending the Bushes hill, where Neptunus—the once-famed Derby 
favourite—was suddenly abroad, and his owner, having lost his cap, the pair 
appeared in difficulties. Finding his horse, who, by the way, has been unsound 
since the Derby, had broken down, Mr. Jackson, whose horsemanship was 
much better than the majority of people would have given him credit for,

When the stakes are laid to fight at odds (as in the case of Turner and 
Scroggins, June, 1817), then the sum mentioned first is the stakes laid 
on the first-mentioned man. 

V. (five), X. (ten), L. (fifty), C. (an hundred), D. (five hundred), need no 
further explanation. 

The leading point in each battle, those incidents which conduced to victory, 
or brought about defeat, are described in a manner sufficiently obvious, 
itis presumed; and the amateur reader who would more accurately 
understand their import has but to study the points, here described, of 
any battle at which he may have attended himself, and he will compre- 
hend the mode of explanation here adopted. In most cases, the whole 
battle will thus be brought back tolerably clear to his recollection, by aid 
of the phrases used, showing how the battle went. 

Odds beat, signifies that the man on whom the odds had been laid was now 
beaten. 

Skill against strength, means that the man first mentioned prevailed, by means 
of skill over superior strength. Strength against skill, is the direct con- 
trary, and a little more explicit than ‘strength served,” for then the 
conquered man’s skill was doubtful. : 

Mill—denotes second-rate science, as ‘hammering fight” does a third-rate, 
and “‘slobbering” the fourth, or ‘ hawbuck”’ match. ; 

Change, or changes—imply that the victory, which had been going one way, 
took a turn and changed once or more. : 

No chance, or no turn, or all one way—the direct contrary of tho preceding 
term. 

Liver hit—a blow on the short rib, or lowest, which injures the liver; this 
affects the kidneys in a minute more, and the urine that next comes off 
is red; vulgarly called “ hit on the kidney B22 

Mark—hit on the stomach point; called “ B-oughton’s mark.” 

Whisker hit—that by which one jaw is neariy cislocated. 

Trained off—fell fil, or waxed weakly, after making the match. 

x or Cross—where the cove losing has done so cheatingly.

GREENOCK CRICKET CLUB. 


Tue Greenock cricketing season was brought to a close on Saturday, the 
llth October, when eleven of the club engaged to do battle with fourteen of 
the town, but, unfortunately for the players, the game, just as it was becoming 
interesting, was stopped by rain. The Greenock Cricket Club has played this 
season in all twelve matches, out of which number they have gained five, lost 
four, the remaining three being draws, two of which were unquestionably in 
favour of Greenock, a result, taking all things into consideration, scarcely to 
have been looked for, and which will tend to promote the noble game in this 
neighbourhood. 

The first annual supper of the club took place in the Royal Hotel, on the 
evening of Thursday, 23rd October. There was a. large party assembled, 
consisting of members of tho club, friends, and cricketers from a distance, 
who all did justice to a really excellent supper, served up in the usual fine 
style by “‘mine host" of the Royal. Mr. John Steven, the captain, was in the 
chair, supported on the right by Messrs. Muir, Burley, Marshall, and A, ©, 
Steven; and on the left by Messrs. Wallace, Cockroft, McGlashan, and 
McConnell. Mr. Donald McDougall, the secretary, was croupier, supported 
on the right by Messrs. Blair, Wright, and Sneddon; and on the left by Messrs. 
Stewart, Hill, and Seaton. After the usual loyal and patriotic toasts the 
chairman called for a bumper in honour of the ‘*Greenock Cricket Club.” After 
dwelling at some length on the doings of the club during the past season, he 
concluded as follows:—‘*Previous to the commencement ef this season the 
game of cricket, the most manly and deserving of all outdoor sports, was in 
Greenock—we grieve to say it—on the wane. All honour, then, say we, be 
unto the Greenock Cricket Club for rescuing it from this downcome, and 
giving to the youth of this busy and thriving scaport town a renewed and 
keener appetite for cricket—a game which, to use the words of a friend, ‘ well 
deserved a forward place among the pastimes of the country.’

Our success this year has been by no means 
discouraging, but prompts us to go on—on. Is it the spirit of the Greenock to 
stand still now? They have justly considered the question, and unanimously 
answer, No! They are still perseveringly at work, striving to obtain suitable 

round to practise upon, and which they will be able to term ‘Our own.’ 
May their efforts be crowned with success, as it will be the foundation 


whereon to build a thoroughly good club, and permanently fix the noble game 
in our midst.” Need we say the toast was drunk with all the honours. Mr. 
John Muir then proposed “The Health of our Captain,” and after a few re- 
marks presented him, in the name of the members of the club, with a hand- 
some gold ring in appreciation of his exertions for the furtherance of cricket 
in Greenock. Mr. Steven made a suitable acknowledgment. The croupier 
proposed ‘Our Opponents,” which was replied to by Mr, Thomas Sneddon, of 
the ‘Glasgow Thistle.” Among the other toasts were ‘The Acting Office- 
bearers of the G.C.C.,” proposed by Mr. Wright, and replied to by Mr. Muir 
(treasurer). ‘*‘The Drama,” proposed by the chairman, was most eloquently 
acknowledged by Mr. Gresham, of the Theatre Royal. During the evening 
Mr. William Cockroft, the highest scorer of the season, was presented by the 
chairman with a beautiful bat. Mr. Cockroft made a suitable reply. The 
proceedings were diversified by some excellent singing and recitations, the 
former accompanied on the pianoforte by Professor Griffiths. We are sure all 
pee enjoyed themselves, and will long remember their first evening at the 
oyal. 


CRICKET IN 1828.—THE ALL ENGLAND ELEVEN AT LORD'S. 
RIGHT-HANDED v. LEFT DITTO. 

TuHE grand match between eleven right-handed and cleven left-handed 
players of England commenced on Monday, in July 1828, at Lord’s Ground, St. 
John’s-wood; and from the interest it excited the ground throughout the con- 
test was thronged by the amateurs and admirers of the ‘noble game,” from 
Norwich, Brighton, Kent, and other parts of the country, among whom were an 
unusual assemblage of distinguished spectators. ‘The match did not terminate 
till Wednesday evening. The following is a correct statement of the game:—

Remarks:—The right-handed hitters against the left naturally brought to the 
wicket most of the very best players in the world. From the striking qualities 
of Marsden, Searle, Woolhouse, Saunders, Mellersh, &c., the latter had hosts of 
Maetield but when we look on the opposite side we may parody the dramatist 
and say— 

“The bowler’s quality is a tower of strength, > 
Which they upon the adverse faction want.” 


This was literally the case, for here were Lillywhite (who quite retrieved his 
character by beautiful effective deliveries), Howard, Matthews, Broadbridge, 
and Pilch, against Marsden, and, at most, Searle and Pierpoint. The conse- 
quences were inevitable, viz, an innings of great power on the part of the 
right-handers, and in which the average was more than a score to each bat. 
Pilch, a fine young player from Bury St. Edmunds, showed great capabilities 
both in the field and with the bat. Marsden, upon whom those who had “ their 
right hands put on the wrong side" (as the famous left-handed north country 
coachman once told the writer upon mounting his box), much depended, was 
very unfortunate, being caught (as were the majority of the best bats, not 
being able to kit down Matthews, nor hit out Lillywhite’s bowling) when com- 
mencing well. When it is considered he scored 114 from his:own bat,’ at 
Leicester, we consider him a player. Woolhouse wanted confidence to lash, as 
he should have done; and Mellersh was too new to the ground and players. 
The Slaters and Saunders were, however, as steady and active as ever; indeed, 
Mr. Aislabie, who backed this party, was not dissatisied with his menthrougkout, 
and cheered them to’the last. : tanh.

KNURR AND SPELL. 


EXCITING GAME BETWEEN KIRK STABLES AND JOB 
PEARSON FOR £100. 


Oy Monday last the inhabitants of the metropolis were favoured with a sight 
of this game, it is said for the first time. Whether this is or is not the fact has 
little material interest, for, allowing that the game had been played previously 
within the limits of London, the times must have been so few that the pro- 
prietor of the West London Pedestrian Grounds at Brompton was perfec'ly 
right in advertising the match as a novelty. That it did not attract more 
attention is somewhat strange, more particularly when the great reputation of 
the players is taken into consideration. On Monday there could not have been 
more than between two or three hundred persons present, and this in spite of 
what, at this time of year, may be considered @ very fine afternoon. But the 
reputation of the game is not yet sufficiently extended to attract a large con- 
course of metropolitan sight-seers. In fact, until the appearance of the IL.us- 
TRATED SportTinG News but little attention was paid to it by any other journals 
than those published in the North of England. Recognising its legitimate 
claims to the consideration of all who enjoy the scientific and health-giving 
games of our country we have always recorded matches of any importance 
with sufficient prominence to attract the attention of our numefous readers. 
Onr artist has also done his share towards enhancing the attractions of the 
game, which, in spite of the tardy recognition it received at West Brompton 
on Monday, we venture to assert will yet become popular in quarters far 
beyond its present northern limits. The time of the origin of the game is un- 
certain, but it appears to have originated amongst children, commencing first 
by throwing up a ball and hitting it with a stick. The balls, or knuris, wero 
made of any kind of wood which first came to hand, generally in a green 
state. Then came the lignum vite turned _knurrs. These were found too 
expensive for children; then the potter found a substitute for wood by making 
potties, which are nearly double the size of marbles, with a white glaze, made 
that colour that they might the more readily be seen on the grass after having 
been sent out by the player. With professional players holly and boxwoods 
are preferred to any other kind. We have frequently seen knurrs made from 
the horns of stags for the purpose of playing matches with, but they are now 
seldom used, only pot and wood being general. After knurrs became general, 
and used as stated, a stick about a foot in length, pointed at one end, was 
stuck into the ground, then a small piece of clay was placed on the other 
end, and the knurr placed upon it, from whence it was struck with 
the stick or pummel. After that a spell, which is made of wood, 
came into vogue, the under part of it is made in the form of an arch or 
roof of a house, one end being small and pointed, the other broad and flat. 
The top side is flat, but its breadth is the same as the lower part. At the 
broadest part on the top side is a hole, in which the knurr is placed; this, 
with the extra weight of the spell, causes the smaller end of the spell to stand 
up above the surface of the ground, upon which the spell is placed after an 
indention has been made into the sod with the heel of ashoe. The small end 
of the spell is then struck with the pummel which the player has in his hand; 
the stroke upon the spell causes it toeject the knurr upward, and while it is in 
mid air, the player then strikes at it, and sends it as farashecan. Prior to 
1780 the game was common as an amusing, health-promoting, and pleasant 
pastime, which could be exercised fy boys in their leisure hours, by sending 
out their knurrs as far as they possibly could, from wood spells, then running 
and fetching in the knurrs,and again sending them out and repeating the 
exercise ad lil. The height which the knurr reached from those wood spells 
depended upon the force with which the spell was struck, It is considered at 
this day to be a greater art in being a good player from a wood spell than from 
the spells now in use, i.e, spring spells, which were, of course, used in tho 
match on Monday last. These spells are fastened to the ground with threo, 
sometimes four, iron prongs, which are screwed to the frame. They are mado 
with a steel spring; this is fastened to a frame of wood, sometimes of iron, to 
which also is attached a catch with a notch in it; the loose end of the spring 
is pressed down into the notch, which holds it down until a projecting 
part of the catch is struck; it then liberates the spring, which ejects the 
knurr from a cup of brass which is fixed on it, of a proper size to hold it. 
Those spells rise the knurr with such precision that it will fall upon one spot 
for a great number of times, so that a person missing the knurr one time, can 
easily make such a nice calculation that, with a little experience, he is enabled 
to hit it, 

The present match excited a great amount of interest in tho West Riding of 
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Yorkshire. Pearson received fifteen scores at the commencement of the 
game of thirty rises each, @ start which is considered by many to be too much 
Sor Stables. to give a man of Pearson’s abilities. Any odds offered upon the 
champion winning the game were taken with avidity. In the ILLusTRATED Sport- 
ing News of the 30th September we gave a full length portrait of Stables, and 
some of his antecedents in this game, by which it will be seen that he stands 
5ft 10}in high, weighs 13st, and was born at Horsforth, near Leeds, on the 18th 
August, 1837, consequently he is 25 years of age, by trade a millwright. In 
the number of matches he has played, as stated in the above-named paper, he 
hus won £405 and lost £120, Amongst those enumerated it will be seen that 
he has played four matches with Pearson, his present opponent, three at knurr 
and spell, and one of the best out of three games,,viz.,|quoits, brasses, and knurr 
gnd spell. He was the winner of the first game at knurr and spell. In the 
gecond match, which was played on Woodhouse Moor, Pearson, who had fifteen 
gsores given him, proved the victor. They afterwards played on Baildon Moor 
for £25 a side, when Stables was again successful, as he was in the three games 
With quoits, &c. It will thus be seen that Pearson is no mean opponent; he 
siands 5ft 10#in, weighs 114st, was born at Farsley, near Leeds, in the house 
in which he now makes his residence. The following are some of the princi- 
p:] matches he has played :—He defeated B. Myers, for £15 a side, twice; also 
Isaac Naylor, for £25.

etween them which terminated ina drawn game. His next opponent was 
Isaac Hodgson, of Bradford, the celebrated cricketer, whom he defeated, for 
£25 a side. Hodgson's friends not being satisfied, they again matched their 
man, Pearson again defeating him by playing one of the best, if oot the very 
pest matches on record, having scored the very large number of 311 in 30 rises, 
or ten- scores a rise and eleven over. He was then defeated. by J. Child, of 
Horsforth, for £25 a side. His next opponent was Aza Shackleton, with whom 
he played three games, for £25 each, winning two of them. He also played 
James Holling, of Bradford, for £25 a side, three times, losing twice. He de- 
feated-J. Benson ina match for £20 aside. Defeated by Joseph Coward, of 
Baildon, for-£25 a side. Charles Raistrick was another of his opponents; they 
played twice, for £50 a side, each winning one game. He defeated Jacky 
Jagger, the ex-champion, for £25 a side.. It is to be regretted that it is so 
rare to meet with a systematic register of the matches played by men of such 
note. However, the above will show our metropolitan friends that the cham- 
pion of this popular Yorkshire game had to contend with one who had pre- 
viously defeated him with the same start. : 

The time appointed for the commencement of the game was two o'clock, but 
it was nearly three before. the men set to work. Pearson won the toss and 
commenced playing; his umpire was Mr. William Harrison. Kirk's interests 
were watched over by Mr. Varnsley. Mr. J. Kellett, the stakeholder, was 
chosen referee. Pearson exhibited his proficiency in the game by making 
in the first five rises forty-one scores. .Stables in his turn set to business, and 
made but thirty-nine scores, and having given fifteen, ke was just seventeen 
in arrear. The game then progressed favourably to Stables until the twenty- 
third rise, when he was just two scores ahead. At this juncture it became 
necessary to refresh the inner man, and for a short period the men left the 
ground, leaving the spectators to hold convérse on the game, which to many 
of them appeared as intelligible as high Dutch would be to a Cockney coster- 
monger. On returning to work, Stables, whose spell of rest did not appear 
to have. facilitated his spell of action, visibly fell off, and allowed Pearson to 
pick up considerably. To give the detail from this point would only be super- 
aay suffice it that we append the score when the curtain fell on the game.

White Lion, Hackney Wick, on Monday afternoon. n 1 
in this manner. In September last there was an Exhibition Handicap at the 
above-mentioned inclosure, and the Stepney hero, who was then thought ex- 
tremely light of, was allowed 300 yds in four miles, succeeded in defeating the 
Middlesborough. representative, to the utter astonishment of every spectator. 
The question was then mooted as to whether a match could not be made 
between the two parties, and for Lang ‘to allow the Stepneyite the same speci- 
fied distance in four miles. After a shortitime an agreement to that effect was 
drawn up, and hence the race of Monday last. ‘Ihe men had to traverse the 
course twenty-seven times. There was not a very great assemblage of people, 
Owing, doubtless, to counter attractions elsewhere. The betting ruled at 5 and 
6 to 4 on Brunel, who was in admirable trim, and brimful of confidence. As to 
Lang, he looked as if he had been much hard worked of late, and it was 
evident, from a contrast between the two men, that he had all his work to do. 
Lang ran in his usual green drawers, and Brunel -in red and white barred 
drawe's. The runners came upon the track a few minutes past four o'clock, 
and the arrangements were speedily made for a start. On the signal being 
given both went away at a good rate of speed. In the third lap Lang had 
gained half a dozen yards, and in the sixth lap had so strongly improved his 
position that ho caught his man at the lower or entrance part of the ground, 
where they “ cannoned” against each other. The Middlesborough ped looked 
flushed, and had now reduced the distance between them down from 300 yds 
to 40 yds. Lang then took the lead, and continued to make it as strong as pos- 
gible. The first mile was accomplished in four minutes forty-four seconds ; 
and at the end of tho second the time taken was ten minutes one second. The 
manner ‘in which Crowcatcher was now running gave some hopes that he 
would pall through, when suddenly, after he had finished the twentieth lap, he 
broke down badly in his left leg, which began immediately to swell, and he 
was compelled to resign the contest.

Fancy.—The taste for pugilism extended itself so generally of late 
years that every one now felt its influence, so no more nobs need be 
particularised as its patrons. This was the era of Boximania. Men 
of letters, too, now first bent their attention towards rendering it 
indeed a@ science. Duelling, superseded by its practice, was extin- 
guished among the higher circles; and about twenty professors of 
the art taught, at home and abroad, its application to the niceties 


of “self-defence.” In 1821 & Gazette, wholly devoted to “Tho 
Fancy," was first published.
